Citizens Can Help 
In City Government: 


Last week, a couple of citizens attended a traffic safety 
commission meeting and shared some of their observations 
with the members of that group. 


Some of their remarks were well-considered and as 
a result, the traffic safety group has a couple of more 
recommendations to forward to the city council. 

It should surprise nobody, but the fact is that the 
people at city hall are actually grateful for the show of 
interest, and for the actual, positively-orientated help they 
get from members of the public. 

We don’t know of one member of any of the city’s 
advisory committees or of the city council itself who claims 
omniscience of all things over which he’s supposed to be an 
authority; nobody can possibly sce all the problems — 
some of them of importance only to a few individuals or a 
family or two — which can be found within a city such as 
Menlo Park. 

The city’s planners and traffic safety commissioners, 
like newspaper reporters, are pretty much dependent on 
their sources of information. The greater the number of 
people represented as such “news sources,” the broader 
will be the background of information on which the city’s 
boards and commissions will make their decisions. 

Take the trouble, some day, to buttonhole a council- 
man or a planning commissioner on the street. Tell him 
about what you think would be a good “pet project” to 
enhance the beauty or prosperity of the town. Barring 
the possibility that the idea has been chewed over and re- 
jected before, you'll find that you have a courteous, intent 
listener. 

Or, perhaps you live in a neighborhood. You think 
there’s a place for an arterial stop sign or a safety zone 


nearby. Or maybe you think that somebody’s bush is en- 


croaching too far into the unpaved area along a street, and 
since it forces pedestrians into the path of cars, constitutes 
a hazard. 

It does no good for each to nudge his neighbor and 
say “politics” whenever a new chuck hole forms in the 
street. Better, one should call city hall. 

In the past, just about every public body in town has 
benefitted from the attention and thoughts of members 
of the public. The school district, for example, has relied 
on a host of citizens’ study committees, and the parent- 
teacher groups for all kinds of information regarding 
everything from curriculum balance to numbers of pre- 
schoolers in the district. 

So if you have a good idea about some possible im- 
provement, why not let somebody in a position to do 
something about it know what it is?

Side Issues Shouldn't 
Undermine Confidence 


Efforts to introduce side issues into the unfortunate 
killing last week of a Belle Haven resident by a Menlo 
Park police officer should not be allowed to undermine 
this community’s confidence in its law enforcement agency. 

A San Francisco attorney, in press releases and tele- 
grams to District Attorney Keith Sorenson and Attorney 
General Stanley Mosk, declared the incident “is strongly 
suggestive of a wanton killing of this negro man moti- 
vated cither by unnatural fears, inexperience, racial ani- 
mosity or a combination of these... . 

He added that he is acting in behalf of the victim’s 
family and of local branches of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People. 

Preliminary investigation, far from “strongly suggest- 
ing” the theories advanced by the attorney, on the con- 
trary prompted Sorenson to comment that there was no 
evidence that the officer had taken “unjustified action.” 

The officer had responded to a telephoned plea for 
help from the victim’s wife, found him pursuing her with 
a kitchen knife, distracted the victim’s attention to himself 
and apparently fired the fatal shot only after warning shots 
and superficial wounds failed to stop the homicidal attack, 

The attorney further issues an “urgent demand” for 
“thorough investigation.” We will go along with that. We 
are sure everyone, including the officer involved, wants 
all the facts on the recofd. 

We do not, however, believe that it is called for, prior 
to such a thorough investigation, to try to inject the theory 
that the incident was “wanton” or that it was spurred by 
“racial animosity.” 

The charge of “inexperience” does not apply. The 
officer has seven years of law enforcement background, 
with an excellent record. “Unnatural fears” do not seem 
to fit the picture, either. Fear of a long knife being 
wielded by a person apparently crazed with drink and 
anger does not seem “unnatural.” 

To go further, then, and try to make a racial issue of 
the matter just because there hapuened to be a difference 
in the color of the two participants’ skins does not help the 
community or any segment of it, nor does it help the 
cause of public order or justice. 

Menlo Park’s police have a fine reputation. They 
have earned and deserve the confidence of the city’s 
residents. 

The attorney demands that conclusions not be drawn 
until after the “thorough investigation.” Again we agree. 
We also deplore his own efforts to draw conclusions and 
inject. morale-destroying issues before the facts are all 
made clear.

Automobile manufacturers 
must be running low on sales 
promoting designs, or perhaps 
one of the chief designers has 
been having horrifying night- 
mares about the airplane 
streamlines flying away from 
him.

This has resulted in some 
apparent division in the 
ranks of the local Democrats, 
too, while the local Republi- 
cans don’t appear to be too 
concerned about what indi- 
vidual is going to wind up on 
top of the heap at their na- 
tional convention. 

The attitudes have been re- 
flected in local elections and 
political activities. 

The Republicans, in voting 
for Nixon’s delegation in the 
primaries. gave him a strong

Statewide and in this area, 
too, it appeared that the Demo- 
crats weren’t entirely sure they 
want Governor Brown to head 
their delegation to the national 
convention. 

Although Menlo Park and 
Atherton, according to their 
registration, are predominant- 
ly Republican and can be ex- 
pected to vote accordingly, the 
Democrats, either out of con- 
fusion or indifference, made 
a poorer showing than usual. 

A case in point was the Oak 
Knoll precinct, mentioned in 
this paper’s columns two days 
after the election. 

There are only 16 register- 
ed Democrats in the precinct 
anyhow, but only seven of 
them showed up, only four 
voted for Brown as a leader 
of the convention delegation, 
two voted for pension promo- 
ter George McLain and one 
didn’t voice an opinion on 
who he wanted to head the 
delegation. 

Republicans might smile de- 
risively at this sort of a turn- 
out and the evidence of divi- 
sion in the opponents’ ranks 
and cite Will Rogers’ oft-quot- 
ed remark: 

“T am the member of no 
organized political party; I 
am a Democrat.” 

The Democrats, of course, 
would rather view the local 
marching and counter-march- 
ing as evidence that the party 
is still one in which negotia- 


tion and change can _ take 
place and in which things 


aren’t yet all cut and dried, 
for the benefit of the boys 
in the smoke-filled room. 

Whether the Republicans 
want to admit it or not, they 
aren't having as many deci- 
sions to make as the Demo- 
crats this year. 

On the local level, for in- 
stance, a strong “draft Stev- 
enson” drive has been kicked 
off; prior to the primary 
election; one local candi- 
date publicly criticized his 
own partys nominating pro- 
cedures (he lost); and, from 
all appearances, the candi- 
date facing Incumbent Con- 
fressman J. Arthur Younger 
is all set to put on an ener- 
getic campaign. 

Incidentally. the local Demo- 
crats like’ Menlo Park for one 
thing, at least: They’re per- 
mitted to set up tables on the 
sidewalks, to accommodate 
those who would like to sign 
“draft Steevnson” petitions.

25 Years Ago: 
City Viewed 
Problems of 
Traffic, Creek 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


June 28, 1935: 


At a meeting of the city 
council last Tuesday night, act- 
ing Chief of Police Henry Car- 
roll issued a warning to motor- 
ists to drive with greater cau- 
tion and less speed. Many, com- 
plaints have been made that 
motorists travel at high speed 
on Valparaiso avenue and also 
enter that street from side 
streets without first coming to 
a stop. 

According to police, local 
residents are as much to blame 
in this matter as outsiders, and 
Carrell said “We may have to 
arrest some of our well-to-do 
citizens to stop this menace.” 

The city may undertake the 
repairs to the San Francisqui- 
to creek embankment in the 
800 block of Creek drive, which 
was damaged by the high water 
of: last winter, in the near fu- 
ture. 

Mayor James Cooper was di- 
rected to ascertain the possibil- 
ities of obtaining funds from 
the SERA for the creek repair. 

The council accepted the bid 
of Lawrence Scudder and Com- 
pany of San Francisco to audit 
the city books for the fiscal 
year 1934-35. 

A report of City Treasurer 
J. W. Ryan showed a balance 
of $6179 in the general fund 
and $1364 in the street fund. 

A communication from the 
state engineer’s office gave the 
city’s share of the state gas tax 
as $2798.

As a chartered chapter of 
the California Teachers’ Asso-

Teachers’ Association has had 
an interesting and active year. 
The MPTA has been fortun- 
ate to have two of its members 
participate on higher levels of 
the CTA organization. Frank 
Taylor, seventh grade teacher 
at Hillview School, has served 
as the MPTA representative 
on the Bay Section Council. 


The Bay Section Council 
is a policy making body of 
the CTA and represents the 
local organizations of 15 sur- 
rounding counties.

To keep informed on district 
affairs, members of the MPTA 
executive committee.as well as 
teachers from each of the dis- 
tricts are in regular attendance 
at the school board meetings. 


win it all for another four- 
year term. 

It’s much too early yet to be 
making any predictions, in our 
opinion. Although Fitzgerald 
did make an excellent fight in 
the primary, he won't find 
things easy in November. The 
San Bruno councilman is quite 
involved in real estate under- 
takings as is Callan. 

Fitzgerald also promises a 
pay-as-you-go plan for county 
projects as he sponsored in his 
own city. Certainly this is no- 
thing new to the board of su- 
pervisors which has provided 
the new hall of justice, court 
buildings in San Mateo and 
South San Francisco, libraries, 
hospital construction, boys’ 
ranch and jail farm by building 
up the funds without bond is- 
sues. 

More such projects are in 
the planning stage and if the 
board can continue to follow 
its past policy, taxpayers will 
be saved millions of dollars in 
interest costs. 

Anothed election followup 
is the talk now going on in 
board sessions to get some 
control over the business of 
posting campaign signs. 

Any improvement that can 
be worked out certainly will be 
popular with the citizens. 

The nailing of signs in resi- 
dential areas should be pro- 
hibited entirely. Burlingame 
has an ordinance which allows 
signs only on licensed locations 
and this would be a good rule 
for political signs. Candidates 
should be prohibited from us- 
ing the stafdard of another 
candidate. Probably the most 
important, ALL candidates 
should be required by law to 
have their signs removed en- 
tirely within 10 days or two 
weeks after election. 

The horrible display of 
White for Supervisor signs in 
Redwood City may have gotten 
him a vote or two, but it also 
lost him some, that we know. 

Candidates immediately 
cry out that it is violation of 
freedom of speech to control 
political signs. 

We can’t see it that way. No 
other person could get by with 
putting up signs in homes, in 
trees and in yards, so why 
should a candidate be allowed 
the privilege? The supervisors 
seem determined to work out 
some kind of controls and it is 
hoped that the city govern- 
ments will follow. by passing 
similar ordinances. 

District Attorney Keith C. 
Sorenson is working out the de- 
tails and should have them rea- 
dy soon. 

Candidates themselves, for 
the most part, will tell you 
that the signs haye gone he- 
yond all proportions of value. 
Some even doubt that they 
do any good in convincing 
voters. Regardless of their 
worth, the candidates have 
gone too far both in size and 
number and some strict con- 
trols must be passed. 

With the board of supervi- 
sors promising at least a: five- 
cent tax rate cut this year 
(maybe more) it seems. that 
this will be more than offset 
by the rising school costs. 

It is a known fact that the 
county school districts have 
lost hundreds of thousands of 
dollars this year because the 
county assessment rates fell be- 
low state averages. A new law 
allows the school districts to 
exceed their maximum tax rate 
to make up this loss. On top of 
that all districts are raising sal- 
aries and planning new units 
so costs over and above every- 
thing else will go up. 

All government agencies 
will be holding budget hear- 
ings in the next few weeks. 
If you are one of the many 
who want to do something 
about the rising cost of gov- 
ernment AND the schools, 
make your opinions known, 
either in person or by letter. 

One of these days we may 
get a well organized, powerful 
civic league on. a county-wide 
basis that will be able to get 
the job done. The county in 
years gone by did have such an 
organization and it made itself 
felt on many occasions. 

The group which is suing the 
county over “spot” assessment 
increases, might be the ground- 
work for such a move but it 
will have to have stronger 
leaders and a lot more cash to 
back it up. 

Our readers undoubtedly 
think we write as if San Mateo 
county—its schools, cities and 
county—is the devil of all tax- 
ing agencies. We know this to 
be far from the truth; in fact, 
we rate down the line among 
the best in service and costs. 
But the fact remains that the 
people are being drained to 
the breaking point here as well 
as elsewhere and someone 
must come up with some relief. 

Such plans as proposed in 
San Francisco for a city-collect- 
ed income tax on. all workers 
give some indication of what 
we may all face unless more 
pressure is brought to bear on 
those who plan the spending 
programs.
